Messiah's program is twofold: to 
''proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of vengeance of 
our God." The careful reading of 
Luke 4:18-21 will show that Jesus 
suspended reading of this passage at 
the comma, in Isaiah 61:2. His first 
coming opened up the day of "grace 
and the acceptable year of the Lord," 
and His second coming will usher in 
"the tiny of vengeance of our God." 
(II Thess. 1:7-10; cf. Mal. 3:1-3). 

L Proclaiming the Acceptable Year 
of the Lord (vv. 1, 2). In His ministry 
of grace He preached (1) "good tid- 
ings to the meek." "Meek" here 
means not only a grace, but a condi- 
tion, that is, those in poverty and 
affliction. (2) "Bind up the broken- 
hearted." "Bind up" signifies healing. 
(3) "Liberty to the captives." The 
figure of deliverance from the Baby- 
lonian captivity Is used to describe 
deliverance from sin and death (Heb. 
2:15). (4) "Opening of the prison to 
them that are bound." Messiah's 
work was to give deliverance to those 
who were enslaved by the conse- 
quences of their sins. (5) "The ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord." This 
means a space of time in which God 
would accept all who repent of their 
sins and come to Him. 

2. Proclaiming the day of vengeanee 
of God (v. 2). While the day of mercy 
is lengthened out, the time of judg- 
ment will surely come. The day oi 
vengeance will break upon the world 
when the Lord shall be revealed from 
heaven (II Thess. 1:7-10). The period 
of mercy is called "year," while the 
period of vengeance is called "day," 
showing that the period of mercy Is 
much longer than the period of wrath. 

III. The Blessings of Messiah's 
Kingdom (vv. 3-9). 

1. "Comfort all that mourn" (v. 2). 
The day of vengeance will bring sor 
row to many, but they shall be com 
forted when they shall see the King 
on the throne^ 

% ''Give unto them beauty for 
ashes" (v. 3). This peculiarly applies 
to Israel. • . 

3. "Oil of Joy for Mourning" (v. 3). 
Israel has been mourning for cen- 
turies. When the Messiah shall reign 
as King they shall be glad. 

4. "Garment of Praise for the Spirit 
•f Heaviness" (v. 3). Instead of 
wearing the symbol of the burden of 
■in they shall be clothed so as to in- 
dicate their Joyfulness. 

5. "Called Trees of Righteousness" 
(v. 3). These trees represent Israel 
as planted by God and bearing fruit, 
not as reeds bowed down with sor- 
row. 

6. "They Shall Build the Old 
Wastes" (v. 4). Israel shall return 
to their own land and shall rebuild 
the city of Jerusalem and the cities 
of Judah which lie waste. 

7. "Strangers Shall Stand and Feed 
Tour Flocks" (v. 5). In the time of 
the kingdom the Gentiles shall render 
voluntary service unto Israel so that 
Israel may devote her whole time to 
the sendee of God. 

8. "Ye Shall Be Named the Priests 
of the Lord" (v. 6). God chose Israel 
to be the priestly nation to represent 
Him to the Gentiles. 

9. "For Your Shame Ye Shall Have 
Double" (v. 7). Instead of the shame 
and confusion which Israel has expe- 
rienced for centuries she shall have 
double honor and rejoicing. 

10. "I Will Direct Their Work, and 
Make a Covenant With Them" (vv.

Diagnosis of disease through 
study of the handwriting of the suf- 
ferer is a new theory of therapeutics 
propounded before the American As- 
sociation of Medico-Physical re- 
search in session in Chicago, by Dr.

(Louisville Herald) 
A party, whose name would be 
"furnished on request," in the 
course of a, symposium in Civic 
Opinions — not a simposium, if you 
please — as to the progress of the 
city, or the lack of it, declares that 
the newspapers of Louisville don't 
stand for anything and don't reflect 
public opinion. Unlike most objec- 
tors and nearly all critics, he has a 
remedy. It is that the people should 
run the newspapers. They, the 
newspapers, should be a medium of 
expression for the average man or 
woman. The objection that per- 
haps such a chance does not seem to 
have occurred to the writer who, 
alone of the company, keeps his or 
her name under a veil only to be 
lifted for the ultracurious. 

Now, the first duty of a newspaper 
is to publish the news, not to offer 
an opening to those who like to see 
themselves in print. Another of its 
duties is to comment on that news, 
to expound and to expand it on oc- 
casions. And this is to be done ac- 
cordipg to such lights and in har- 
mony with such views as the editor 
possesses of his own, not of this man 
in the street or the other. It may 
happen that these expressions do 
not reflect the passing mood, the 
transitory passion or prejudice of 
the hour. That does not prove the 
editor to be in error nor even that 
he is out of touch — very frequently 
it will be his view, not accepted at 
first, that will prevail in the end. 
To talk about "a popular organ" to 
about their everyday life, is not to 
talk about a newspaper but about a 
forum, which is quite another mat- 
ter altogether. 

Perhaps we shall be laughed at for 
pointing out and insisting that, in 
Louisville as elsewhere, newspapers 
are largely what their readers make 
them. It is a fact nevertheless, and, 
holding no brief for those published 
here 1 we are very certain that 
broadly considered they do most 
amply fulfill their mission and are 
potent for the best interests of the 
city. We recall but one recent fla- 
grant instance to the contrary and 
that was when, for campaign pur- 
poses, certain journals gave the city 
a bad name and warned visitors and 
traders away, a course we have no 
doubt they came to regret. But one 
such blunder does not prove a case.

Owing to the obtusemess of the 
electorate no system has yet been 
devised for ascertaining the real 
will of every individual voter when 
it comes to the submission of a prop- 
osition to the people. This has de- 
veloped in every case where any 
proposition like constitutional 
amendments and bond issues have 
appeared on the ballots. These 
propositions are so presented as to 
require an affirmative or negative 
vote as the case may be and it often 
has happened that the voter has be- 
come confused over the text of the 
proposition and voted opposite to his 
convictions. 

When the State-wide prohibition 
amendment was submitted in Ken- 
tucky, it developed that many of the 
case-hardened "wets" had voted for 
prohibition in stamping "Yes" on 
the ballots and that on the other 
hand uncompromising "drys" had 
voted "wet" in stamping their bal- 
lots opposite "No." 

In some counties where the propo- 
sition of allowing stock" to run at 
large has been voted on, it has been 
claimed that the "Yes and "No" vote 
as recorded in many precincts in no- 
wise reflected the real sentiment of 
the voters.

DIGS UP POT OF GOLD 



While digging a pit for a sawmill 
near Mt. Victory, in Pulaski coun- 
ty, it became known, Dave Jones 
drove his pick into a pot containing 
the equivalent of $48,000 in gold of 
ancient English coinage. The pot is 
in the custody of the State Banking 
Commissioner at Frankfort for in- 
vestigation of ownership. The 
money is to be kept 12 months, dur- 
ing which time claims may be filed 
for ownership, but if these are not 
properly proved Jones gets the 
money, it is said. 

Jones said he estimated the value 
of the coins at $18,000, but the 
Frankfort authorities weighed it to 
ascertain its value. The pot bore 
the initials "J B."
